A system as in claim 1 wherein the network accessible site includes a schedule 
that indicates times the product under test is available to be used for testing purposes. 

A system as in claim 1 wherein the processing system is a computing system 
separate from the product under test.

a network accessible site for providing from a remote user connected to a network 
accessible site, input for the product under test; 

a processing system for receiving the input for the product under test from the 
network accessible site and presenting the input to the product under test as if the input 
30 came from an input device directly connected to the product under test; and, 

a switch function that allows an entity separate from the remote user to disconnect 
the network accessible site from the processing system.
